The following excerpts are from a paper presented at the Hearings before 
the Committee on Science and Astronautics U.S. House of Representatives on 
July 29th, 1968. . 

The scientist is Dr. Stanton T. Friedman, an Astronuclear Physicist from 
the Westinghouse Astronuclear Laboratory at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 


"I have concluded that the earth is being visited by intelligently 
controlled vehicles whose origin is extraterrestrial. This doesn’t mean 
I know where they come from, why they are here, or how they operate." 

"Eyewitness and photographic and radar reports from all over the earth by 
competent witnesses of definite objects whose characteristics' suoh as 
maneuverability, high speed, and hovering, along with definite shape, 
texture, and surface features rule out terrestrial explanations." 

In answer to the question "Why haven't the worldwide Smithsonian Network 
of Satellite Tracking cameras picked up ’Unknowns'?" Dr. Friedman answered- 
"The former head of the film evaluation group concerned with'the Smithsonian 
sky watch said that the purpose of the search was to get data on satellite 
orbits. If a light source on the film could be shown not to be a satellite 
then no furthek; measurements were made. 10$ to 15$ of the plates showed 
anomalous light sources which’ were'not a satellite but were not otherwise 
identified." 

Dr. Friedman followed with another interesting answer to the question 
'Aren't the reported maneuvers of UFO's in violation of existing laws of 
physics?' He said "Not at all. This argument (it's impossible) is used when 
what should really be said is we don't know how to duplicate these maneuvers 
Piston aircraft can't fly faster than the speed of sound and a conventional 
dynamite bomb couldn't have wrecked Hiroshima but surely we don't say that 
supersonic flight and atom bombs violate the laws of nature or physics." 

"This is one. of the major flaws in the 'non-believers' arguments. They 
presume that our technology is the.ultimate - a presumption made by each 
generation of scientists and proved wrong by the next generation of 
engineers and applied scientists." 

"Look, what technological progress we have made in the last 100 years, who 
can guess what we will accomplish in the next thousand years - or what 
others have accomplished in the thousand or million or billion year start 
they may have on us. We still don't know about gravity, for example, no 
less anti-gravity."

ANGELS HAIR. 


For some considerable time, the phenomenon of Angels Hair 
has been somewhat of a mystery to the UFO researcher, but recently 
the Canadian group known as Canadial verial Phenomena Research 
Organisation (CAPRO) has managed to have some of this elusive 
and puzzling substance analysed. 

The following are extracts from a letter recently received 
from one of the Committee. 


"We have been kept quite busy this summer with several good cases. 
One involved a daylight sighting of three discs in Ste.Anne, Manitoba, 
during which time "angel hair" was expelled from the three objects. 

We were fortunate enough to recover some of this elusive material 
and were able to analyse it. It is cellulose - actually rayon 
fibres manufactured in consistent lengths. All of the filament¬ 
like hairs were exactly l/200m.m. in diameter and coated with a 
yet undetermined gummy substance. We have exhausted all leads 
trying to determine what "earthly" use this substance might have

The Committee is anxious to maintain the Society’s 
friendly relations with other C.A.P.I.O. members, and .letters 
enclosing copies of the correspondence between our Committee and 
the C.A.P.I.O. Secretary, have been sent to all State Secretaries. 

The Society still believes in the concept of a national 
affiliating body, but is not interested in participating in 
membership whi ' the present administration of C.A.P.I.O. 
remains in control.

M YSTERY , OF THE LAKES. - Sweden. Q re ^i-t Flying Saucer Review. (Eng. ) 
The Times of April 5th 1968 , carried the following account - 

"Semethirig ’incredibly powerful* has smashed a huge hole through 
the ice covering a lake in central Sweden, but scientists and 
military experts are uncertain about what it was. 
xr»The' hole, 'disc vered yesterday near Mailing by two villagers, is 
700 square,yardd in extent and was made through ice almost 3 ft. 
thick.'- ; 

’’The Defence Ministry was notified of the discovery by the police 
and sent experts to examine the hole. Colonel Gurt Hermansson, 
who is leading the investigation, said today that an aircraft crash 
was out of the question. 

"’There are no traces round the hole, only big blocks of ice which 
have been thr )wn up, indicating that whatever went into the lake- 
was incredibly powerful', he said. 

"Seme experts think that the hole is toe big to have been made by 
a meteorite. All the information so far gathered is being studied 
and the possibility of sending down divers is being considered." -

The Guardian of April 8 reports yet another hole in the ice at 
Serna, Dalarna, some distance from Malung. 

The report continues - 

"Police and military experts called in to investigate are at 
a loss to explain hew the holes came about. Frogmen were sent 
down at Malung but found nothing in the lake that could have made 
the hold. However there was thick mud on the bottom. ’It could 
have swallowed up anythingan official said...."

Earlier this year the first visual sighting coinciding with the sound 
was made in the Bragg Creek area. At least eight witnesses were 
present near the heme of Harold- -No-rton rraar Bragg Creek when the UFO 
was sighted. Russell Hill, the High River forestry tower lookout 
who has reported UFOs a number of times, claims he has heard the 
beeping noise on his radio on different occasions. 













" NUMEROUS UFOS SIGHTED IN CHILE. ' 

"Courier" Ballarat, Victoria, 23 /IO/ 68 , 

Santiago (AAP-Reuter ). A Chilean professor's photographs of a 
strange lens-shaped object with a convex roof have revived theories 
that flying saucer? are prevalent in this country. 

Professor Gabriel Alvial Caceres , director of the Centre for 
Investigation of Cosmic Radiation at the University of Chile, 
showed his photographs to a fascinated Press conference here 
recently. 

He declined to say whether the bject his team had photo¬ 
graphed might be controlled by extra-terrestrial'beings. 

"But they are phenomena which our science cannot explain and 
which require the co-ordination and methodology of investigation 
of all scientific centres to provide an answer for the unknown," 

"The presence of these phenomena in the skies of Chile - 15 
times in a year - compelled us to carry out these observations 
which have now been crowned with success". 

Pilots' sighting. 

Two veteran pilots of .rgentina's national airline, Aerolinras 
\rgentinas, recently reported seeing a flying saucer over southern 
Chile. And in northern Chile, four officials of the Public 
Health Service have been reported in a local newspaper as saying 
that a saucer landed near them and the pilots told them nGt to 
say a word about the landing. 

Two of the men were examined about the incident under hypnosis. 

One of them said the pilots of the saucer were "humanoid beings" 
with very thin legs. They used gestures to warn the men to 
keep silent about the landing.

On the "Today", program - Channel 9 - Mike Walsh reported that ' 
several school boys saw a UEO similar to those' observed a few 
weeks ago at Kalgocrlie. The objects were, allegedly flying into 
the clouds and down again in a continuous up and down motion... 

We are endeavouring to make further enquiries into this sighting.
